British cabinet ministers 
were ordered to stand by as swiftly moving developments 
liointcd to Germany's collapse. This. capital ia outwardly 
calm, even though a V-E day nnnounccmcnt was expected at 
any hour. 

There are imiicationa that only details of Germany's Bur- . 
render remain to be worked out. These may concern whether 
Himmler or any other ranking nazi chieftain can give aoH^ 
evidence that German pocketa on the Atlantic coast and in 
Normandy will lay down their arms. 

It is ixissible that uncertainty over the temper of com- 
mandera such aa Col. Gen. Georg Lindemann in Denmark ia 
holding up an agreement on 
details.

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BOOTLEGtiEHS AND IJI-ACK MARKETS 

Daniel P. WooUey Is the OPA'a head man 
In New York City. As siicli ho has certainly 
picked up consiaeralilc kiiowlcUKe of the 
black murkel, along wllh the hendachea Inci- 
dent to hlH diniciilt and thankless Job. 

Wc wouldn't pretend to pit onr black mar- 
ket knowledfic aKnlii.sl hl.-i. any more than we 
would envy hliii the headaches he got In ac- 
qulrlne H. But we would suggeat that some 
lears he voiced In a recent speech may be 
groundless, 

He aald that it the rackclcerfl, chlselers 
and shady manipulators get a llrm foothold 
In any Industry, "they will do a lasting dam- 
age to legitimate people In that Industry." 

That naturally brought to mind prohlbl' 
tlon and the booUcgBers. Those merchants of 
eynthotlc popskuli rittcd Mr. WooUey'c 
Guard la -esquf cle.'icrlptlon. and then some. 
But we don't recall that they lasted long In 
the liquor business after repeal, or that they 
did any permanent damage to the iegltlmato 
manufacturers or purveyors of legal liquor. 

Our guess, baaed solely on past history and 
without Mr, Woolley'B specialized knowledge, 
la that the black marketers will give oven less 
trouble. 

People who patronized bootleggers never 
felt obligated to admire them or accept them 
socially, even when taoolleggcis seemed 
permanent and indispensable part of the 
American scene. And after repeal the (act 
that B person had helped keep the Capone 
gang In existence by his purchases didn't 
prevent his clamoring for the government to 
round up the Capone gang and put them out 
of business. 

And of course bootleg Hriuor and black 
market meat or cigarettes are quite different 
things. Nobody was taking food or smokes 
out of his neighbor's mouth when ho bought 
quart of bathtub gin. 

We doubt that most purchasers of point- 
free, over-celling steaks are deeply proud of 
themselves today. Wo don't think they are 
going to be any prouder when the war Is over. 
And It seems logical that some day they might 
transform their own shame Into scorn of their 
black marketer. 

That can't happen yet. The black market 
customer's conscience Is still outshoutcd by 
his stomach's clamorous demand to be fed 
as elegantly as ever, no matter how Illegal, 
selfish or expensive that demand may bo. 

But It seems Inconceivable that some day 
when steak and cigarettes and gasolhie are 
'.-available to all with money to buy, we should 
-.hear a neighbor say, "Well, he was my black 
; marketer during the war. and I'm going to 
bo loyal to him now." 

Wo can't Imagine that a merchant with a 
wartime black market reputation will find the 
world beating a path to his door when abun- 
dance and free competition return. No. we 
think today's legitimate merchant will do all 
right tomorrow. 



HOLDING THE UNE 
Speaking of that well-known line against 
Inflation, It would appear that the people as 
, well as the government are holding It, 

Figures show that Americans had an In- 

■ come of $93 billions In 1Q41 and spent $74.6 
billions, or 80 per cent of It, In 1944 our In- 
come was 5157 billions, of which $97,6 billions 
was spent. That's only G2 per cent of the na- 

■ tlonal Income. Of course, there were fewer 
things to buy, but what there were cost con- 
siderably more. 

Not only did we spend 18 per cent lesa of 
our income last year than In '41. We also 
saved nine per cent more of It and paid eight 
per cent more In taxes. 

Alter putting $18 billions Into war bond.';, 
savings accounts and Insurance, wc still had 
$17 billions in "loose money." If we had start- 
ed throwing It around, or liquidating most of
